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The Refugee Problem 


MANY OF THE GRAVE PROBLEMS which resulted from the ‘war are 
still unsolved, and it is evident that it may be some time before satisfactory 
solutions have been found for all of them, One that is still causing consider- 
able concern is the finding of homes for the many thousands of displaced 
persons who are still in camps in various parts of Europe. At present there 
are between 600,000 and 700,000 people in such camps, and Sir Herbert 
Emerson, director-feneral of the inter-governmental committee on refugees 
has predicted that it will be at least three years before homes are found for 
all these people. Although such large numbers are still homeless, it is evi- 
dent that much progress has been made Since the end of the war in dealing 
with this tragic and difficult problem, since the records show that 11,000,000 
refugees have already returned to their native countries.

special arrangements. Investigations have also been made into the possibili- 
ties of bringing in lumbermen, sugar beet workers, .textile workers and 
others with specialized trades. It would seem heartless, indeed, for Canada 
to hestitate to-do her part in helping to rehabilitate these people who suf- 
fered so greatly during the war. The question, ‘however, is related to many 
broader problems, including immigration and present standards of wages 
and living. There are many diverse opinions regarding these matters, but 
it would appear that Canadians should not be unwilling to assist to some 
extent at least in bringing about an end to this problem, which at best can- 
not be completely solved for several years.
